Whether Scotriflh Presbytery in the Church, be conſiſtent with the Legal Monarchy 
in that Kingdom ? 


F this Author knew us; he would not move this Queſtion, and if he did not 

hate us, and not reſolved to ſay al manner of evil againft us, right or wrong, 
he would not (as he doth) reſolve it in the Negative. We have no ocher proofs of the 
fallhood of what he aftrrterh bur 1. Experience ; which ſheweth that in many Ages
